Mideast summit ends today 


Iranian govt, wins confidence; 
vows social, political reforms 


TEHRAN, Sept. 16 (Agen- 
cies) — The embattled govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Jaafar 
Shanf-Emami Saturday won an 
overwhelming vote of confi- 
dence from Iran’s lower house 
of parliament. 

Sharif-Emami promised 
continued social and political 
reforms, reconciliation ' with 
opposition groups and efforts 
to end martial law before 
March. 

Meanwhile,- the prime 
minister charged that "Com- 
munists and Marxists" were 
guilty of sparking vidir-.x. 
the country since January, 
which has left more than 
1,000 persons dead and thou- 
sands of other injured. 

Iran's Majlis (parliament) 
swept him to victory 176 vot- 
es to 16, with only two absten- 
tions registered during the 
voting in the government’s 
chandeliered parliament build- 
ing in downtown Tehran. 

“I have served this coun- 
try for 48 years." Sharif- 
Emami. 68. said during a 
4, 484- word address just prior 
to the voting. ‘Today in this 


country it is not a question 
of me as prime minister or 
someone else. It is a question 
of the country. 

“Let us get together, hand- 
in-hand, to solve the problems 
and preserve the unity and 
freedom of the country.” 

Sharif-Emami, who replac- 
ed the administration of Jaxu- 
shid Amouzegar late last 
month .is strongly opposed in 
the country by conservative 
Muslim Mullahs (clergymen). 
— who object to some aspects 
of Westernization ' in Iran, 
Marxist students and Western- 
educated intellectuals — who 
want a change in the coun- 
try’s social and political sys- 
tem and the poor — who are 
irked by what they see as an 
inequitable distribution of the 
nations oil wealth. 

While admitting that cor- 
ruption, lack of attention to 
the needs of Iran's 34.4 mil- 
lion people by previous ad- 
ministrations have • sparked 
mass discontent, the prime 
m}nister pledged the new ad- 
ministration is intent on sol- 
ving the problems facing 

. Iraq, 
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tie promised efforts: 

— To gain freedom for the 
estimated 1 ,000-2,000 politi- 
cal prisoners. 

— To end the newly impos- 
ed martial law in Tehran and 
eleven other cities. 

— Toward reconciliation 
with dissidents throughout the 
dountry, within constitutional’ 
bounds. 

"I belong to my country,’ 
he said, his face streaming 
with tears. T will not refrain 
from doing anything ... to 
preserve the constitution, pub- 
lic unity and the monal-chy." 

Martial law was imposed' 
earlier this month to curb spi- 
ralling street rioting by dissi- 
dents. 

SharifhEtnatm said "Com- 
munists and Marxists" had 
purposely provoked the blood- 
shed to attain nothing less 
than a revolution, by exploit- 
ing discontent 

“When the Communists 
realized that the religious ga- 
therings were freely organiz- 
ed, they decided to turn these 
into demonstrations and pre- 
cipitate violence, he said.

THiURMONT, Maryland, 
Sept 16 (Agencies) — Presi- 
dent Carter and the leaders of 
Israel and Egypt will end their 
summit Sunday whether or not 
they achieve their intended 
guidelines for peace talks, the 
White House announced Satur- 
day, 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Jody Powell said one or more 
documents would be issued at 
the end of the summit. 

Powell said important diffe- 
rences still remained between 
Israel and Egypt and Carter 
would meet Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Mena hem Begin later 
Saturday in an effort to over- 
come them. 

But he hinted that the con- 
ference, now into its 12th day, 
could conclude with under- 
standings that will move the 
stalled Middle East peace pro- 
cess forward. 

“Although there are differen- 
ces that remain in important 
areas, progress does seem to 
have been made in important 
areas," Powell said. 

The proposal to end it by 
Sunday was made by President 
Carter. It was conveyed to both 
Middle East leaders by Vice 
President Walter Mondale Fri- 
day, and both promptly agreed, 
Powell said. 

Powell declined to say in 
what form the documents 
would be issued, but other offi- 
cials said one document would 
be a joint statement marking 
the end of the summit. 

A second document, the sub- 
ject of the intense negotiations 
this weekend, would probably 
deal with issues discussed dur- 
ing the unprecedented talks at 
the Camp David mountain re- 
trfeit, officials said. 

Powell said the final out- 
come would make "abundant- 
ly clear where progress has 
been made, where agreements 
may have been reached and 
where differences still remain.” 

The finaJ drive to produce 
Israeli-Egyptian understandings 
began when President Carter 
met the American delegation 
Saturday morning. 

Carter was seeing President 
Sadat and Begin separately later 
in the day. Conference sources 
said meetings will continue until 
late Saturday night and through 
Sunday. 

The spokesman did not know

would end Sunday. The docu- 
ments might be released either 
Sunday or Monday, he said. 

A formula for at least ex- 
tending Egyptian-! sraeli nego- 
tiations beyond the summit was 
the very minimal goal of the 
Carter administration when the 
president invited Sadat and 
Begin to his Maryland moun- 
taintop retreat for the series of 
wide-ranging and secret talks 
that began Sept. 6. 

The fact that Powell could 
not claim success even on this 
from suggested Carter still 
faced large difficulties in bis 
eleventh-hour drive for a posi- 
tive windup. 

On the formula itself. Carter 
was trying to bridge differences 
between Sadat and Begin on the 
future of the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank of the Jordan River 
and the Gaza Strip. 

One proposal reported to be 


still under consideration Satur- 
day is an arrangement to have 
Jordan and the Palestinians 
share administrative control 
over lhe West Bank with Israel 
retaining a military presence 
there. 

In the Sinai, Begin has offer- 
ed to restore Egyptian sove- 
reignty, but has rejected Sadat's 
demand io dismantle Jewish 
settlements and Israeli airfields. 

American officials have tried 
to minimize the fact that Sadat 
and Begin have not met face- 
to-face in nine days. Still, there 
were persistent rumors of per- 
sonal differences between the 
two leaders. Powell did not 
directly deny the rumors. 

“I simply have not tried to 
keep a running tab on the per- 
sonal feelings of these two 
men," he said.

Palestinian officials: 

Israel massing troops 
near Lebanese border 


BEIRUT, Sept 16 (R) — 
About 60,000 Israeli troops 
have moved close to the Le- 
banese border in the biggest 
military build-up in the area 
since the 1973 Middle East 
war, official Palestinian sour- 
ces said Saturday. 

There was no independent 
confirmation of the report, but 
reliable sources said the Leba- 
nese army command was 
aware of it and was making 
urgent investigations. 

In Tel Aviv an Israeli army 
spokesman dismissed the re- 
ports and said there were no 
unusual troop concentrations 
along the northern frontier. 

“Come and see for yourself. 
Everything is normal", he clai- 
med. 

The Palestinian sources said 
four brigades of paratroopers 
and infantry, backed by tanks 
and artillery, began moving in- 
to the area four days ago. 

They said the reinforcements 
were deploying along the en- 
tire length of the border, but 
were concentrated in the Eas- 
tern Sector near the Golan 


Ali regains heavyweight crown 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 16 
(R) — Muhammad Ali, reach- 
ing back into the past to re- 
trieve some of his youthful 
skills, became the first man to 
hold the world heavyweight 
boxing championship three 
times as he easily outpointed 
champion Leon Spinks at the 
Superdome here Friday night. 

Ali 36, fought a masterful 
battle as he made Spinks look 
like a novice during most of 
the 15-round bout. 

The 25-year-old Spinks, who 
shocked the boxing world by 
taking Ali's crown last Feb. 15 
in Las Vegas, was a picture of 
frustration as he continually 
failed to catch Ali with solid 
blows. 

An all-time record indoor 
crowd of 70,000 paying gross 
gate receipts of about S6 mil- 
lion — also a record — saw Ali 
carry out his pre-fight boast 
that this time he would make 
Spinks “look like an amateur.” 

The decision, delayed some 
10 minutes by the ring announ- 
cer as he waited for a mob of 
Ali well-wishers to get out of 
the ring, was unanimous. 

Referee Lucien Jouberi and 
judge Ernest Cojoe both scored 
10 rounds for, Ali, four for 
Spinks and one even. Judge 
Herman Duitreis had Ali the 
winner 114. 

Ali had insisted he would 
fight Spinks differently this 
lime, asserting that he lost in 
Las Vegas because he was not 
in his best condition and did 
not throw enough punches in 
the first five rounds as Spinks 
piled up points.

The most remarkable tiling 
about Ali's superb performance 
was that be had enough stami- 
na to circle and dance away 
from Spinks for almost the en- 
tire fight. 

If Ali was tired physically, 
it did not show as he seemed 
just strong at the end as he was 
at the stan of the match. 

Ali now holds the World 
Boxing Association (WBA) 
version of the heavyweight 
title. Larry Holmes is the 
World Boxing Council s (WBC) 
heavyweight champion. 

The only other heavyweight 
champion to bold the title 


more than once was Floyd Pat- 
terson. He lost it to Sweden's 
Ingemar Johansson in 1959, 
but regained it from the Swede 
a year later. 

Spinks, the 1976 Olympic 
light-heavyweight champion, ne- 
ver stopped trying to solve Ali’s 
defensive tactics. 

Bui the champion was fight- 
ing in desperation in the late 
rounds as he realized that All 
had built up such a big lead 
that probably only a knockout 
could pull it out for him.

Mauritanian 
leader visits 
Rabat Monday 

RABAT: Sept.* 16 (R) — 

Mauritanian Head of Stale 
U. Cot. Mustapha Quid Mu- 
hammad Salek is due in Rabat 
on Monday for talks with 
King Hassan of Morocco, 
officials said Saturday. 

It will be the first visit to 
Morocco by the new Mauri- 
tanian head of state, who 
took power in a bloodless 
coup last July. 

No official reason for the 
visit was available^ but it is 
understood the discussions 
will touch on the situation in 
the Western Sahara ceded to 
Morocco and Mauritania by 
Spain nearly three years ago. 

The takeover of the Sahara 
by the two 'countries is op- 
posed by the Algerian-based 
Polisario Front which wants 
independence for the sparsely- 
populated area with its large 
phosphate deposits. 

Polisario guerrillas have 
been attacking the Moroccans 
in the area since the take- 
over but since the Maurita- 
nian coup they have called a 
ceasefire in Mauritanian terri- 
tory.

Prosecutor charges 

Bhutto reigned in terror 


RAWALPINDI. Sept. 16 
(R) — Former Pakistan Pre- 
mier Zulfikar Ali Bhutto was 
accused Saturday of conduct- 
ing a reign of terror when 
eight judges opened the final 
stage of his appeal against a 
death sentence. 

Special prosecutor Hijaz 
Batalvj said a political oppo- 
nent whom Bhutto was con- 
victed of plotting to murder 
was only one of scores of 
people victimized for their 
politics during his administra- 
tion. 

’It is well known that there 
was a reign of terror in this 
country.” he told the Pakistan 
Supreme Court. “Under com- 
mon law, every man's home ,'s 
bis castle but at that time not 
even castles were safe in Pak- 
istan.” 

While his appeal resumed 
after a 25-day break Bhutto 
stayed in Rawalpindi jail 
where, according to his-, law- 
yer Yahya Bakhtiar, he has 
gum trouble but is otherwise 
reasonably welL 

Bhutto, deposed in July last 
year, was sentenced in March 
to hang for ordering the as- 


sasination of parliamentarian 
Ahmed Roza Kasuri. Kasuri 
escaped but his father was 
killed when their car was am- 
bushed in Lahore four years 
ago. 

Bhutto's 25-year-old daugh- 
ter. Benazir, was among spec- 
tators in the crowded court- 
room Saturday. 

Friday, the People's Party 
elected her to the executive in 
an apparent move to get 
round a ban imposed by the 
martial law administration on 
anyone but- party officers 
speaking at political func- 
tions. 

The appeal resumed as the 
country's military chief, Gen. 
Zia UI Haq, prepared to be 
swam in as president Satur- 
day night. 

Bhutto's People's Party has 
condemned an order which 
cleared the way for Gen. Zia 
to assume the post by making 
approval of the national as- 
sembly unnecessary when the 
presidency is vacant 

The last president Fazal 
Elahi Chalidhry. a Bhutto 
nominee, quit on Thursday. 


NICOSIA. Sept. 16 (Agen- 
cies) — Shooting broke out 
Saturday in Nicosia's central 
prison and initial reports said 
a Greek Cypriot underground 
leader was holding hostages in 
his cell.

Two National Guard ar- 
mored cars broke into the 
prison yard as five more posi- 
tioned themselves outside. 
Truckloads of troops took up 
positions jn the rear. 

Pavlides, 31, who is an un- 
practicing doctor, was one of 
the top leaders of the wright- 
wing underground Eoka-B 
that overthrew Lbe late Presi- 
dent Archbishop Makarios m 
a 'July 1975 coup which sparked 
the Turkish invasion of the 
island, Pavlides was included 
in a general amnesty after 
Makarios’ return. 

Pavlides masterminded the 
kidnapping of President Spi- 
ros Kyprianou's elder son, 
AchiJlcas, last Dec. 14.

SW\PO vows war against South Africa 


“NEW YORK, Sept. 16 (AP) 
— Sam Nujoma, president of 
the South-West Africa Peoples 
Organization, asserted Friday 
that the guerrilla war against 
“Fascist” South Africa will 
continue unless SWAPO de- 
mands are met. 

In an- exclusive interview at 
SWAPO offices here, Nujoma 
acknowledged his group is look- 
ing to the United Nations, and 
'not the proposals drawn up by 
five Western nations, for the' 
formula that will allow peaceful 
independence. 

South Africa 

He insisted South Africa re- 
mains determined to “impose 
neo-colonialism” on Namibia, 
despite efforts to ensure its in- 
dependence by the United Na- 
tions, the United States, France, 
Canada, Germany and Great 
Britain. 

SWAPO has “not accepted 
the proposals of the five Wes- 
tern powers,” He said. “We 
have agreed in Luanda (last 
July) to proceed to the Securi- 
ty Council.” 

SWAPO last week conditional, 
ly approved Secretary-General 


Kurt Waldheim's proposed 
plan outlining the U.N. opera- 
. tion during the transitional pe- 
riod to independence. A cons- 
titution would be drawn up by 
a popularly-elected constituent 
assembly. 

Mandate 

Namibia is a trust territory 
jof South Africa under a League 
:of .Nations mandate, which the 
United Nations declared illegal 
'in 1966. It has a population of 
722,000 blacks and-. 99,000 
whites. 

Nujoma said the Security 
Council is expected to endorse 
Waldheim’s plan, which would 
allow for a ceasefire agree- 
ment signed by SWAPO and 
South Africa, as well as to re- 
peat Pretoria’s current registra- 
tion in the territory and exer- 
cise a veto over the South Af- 
rican administrator Martbinus 
Steyn. 

Hie U.N- 

Independence would follow 
seven months after the expected 
resolution is passed, he said. 

“We want the U.N. to im- 
plement its own resolution, on 
Namibia.” The proposals 


drawn up by the five Western 
powers “heavily support the 
South Africa point of view.” 
The deep sea port of Walvis 
Bay, left out of the Western 
plan, must be included in the 
new nation of 320,000 square 
miles. “It’s an integral part of 
our territory. If the U.N. can’t 
do anything, the war of libera- 
tion will continue.” 

Once Namibia is independent, 
Nujoma indicated ' that 
SWAPO’s imprisoned founder, 
Toivo Ja Toivo, would resume

Export-Import Bank loans for 
natural gas development. The 
largest of these was $479 million 
last year to assist in construc- 
tion of another liquefaction 
project, known as LNG-t.

That was a record high for 
the issue, which had traded as 
low as 18 within the .past 
year. But as it turned out, the 
surge in the stock’s price had 
a good deal further to go. 

At mid-day this past Fri- 
day, Resorts B reached 320. 

It subsequently fell back 
sharply, but as of the 4 pm. 
close in New York, it still 
stood at 275, up 124} for the 
week. 

Holders of Resorts’ other 
outstanding common-stock is- 
sue, the Class A shares, bad 
to settle for a mere 561-point 
gain, from 12*4 to 180 as of 
late Friday. 

Other gambling stocks at 
the New York Stock Ex- 
change couldn’t match Re- 
sorts' showing, bat some of 
them continued to chalk up 
sharp gains. 

Caesars World jumped 18} 
to 62}; Ramada Ions 5 to 16. 
and Del Webb 41/8 to 35*. 
Bally Manufacturing, Playboy 
Enterprises and MGM were . 
laggards, posting declines ran* 
ging from 12 to 1 point. 

The gambling stocks have 
acquired a reputation on Wall 
Street as a maverick group, 
like the gold mining stocks, 
that is prone to move in the

opposite direction from 
rest of the market. 

One explanation for this, 
the theory goes, is that the 
runaway rise in the gambling 
issues has frightened conser- 
vative investors. including 
money managers at some of 
the big institutions, away 
from the market entirely. 

Whatever the reason, the 
blue chip and glamour issues 
were indeed headed down- 
ward while many gambling 
issues climbed this past week. 
The Dow .Jones average 
30 industrials fell 29.19 
907.74, for its sharpest dec- 
line since the first week of the 
year. * 

The New York Stock Ex- 
change’s composite index lost 
1.43 to 58.81; The American 
Stock Exchange market value 
index dropped 1.07 to 174.06. 

Big Board volume averaged 
38.45 million shares a day. 
against 39.31 million the week 
before. 

There were several develop- 
ments involving companies i.*i 
the gambling group. Resorts* 
management said it would 
post bigger profits for the 
third quarter than it did for 
the full first hall 

Caesars world held ground- 
breaking ceremonies for an 
Atlantic city facility, and Del 
E. Webb announced that it 
had bought a hotel property 
in that resort city. 

But it is nevertheless evi- 
dent that lofty hopes for the 
future, father than cuiTent 
events, are the main inspira- 
tion for the bull market in the 
gambling stocks. And many 
analysts take the view that 
those hopes have reached ex- 
cessive, if not absurd, propor- 
tions.

day. 

But demand was up 7.7 per 
cent in July compared with a 
year before, said the Organi- 
zation for Economic Coope- 
ration and Development. 

Consumption was down 2.6 
per cent in June compared 
with May, standing at 18.49 
million barrels a day <MBD). 
Imports fell to 7.59 MBD in 
June, the same level as the 
firs! quarter of 1978. the 
group of economists of in- 
dustrialized nations reported.

JORDAN’S ROLE 


Jordan has come to the fore in the last few days with 
a suggested role to play in an interim agreement over the 
West Bank of the River Jordan and Gaza Strip. Such a role 
cgm only become real if Israel accepts the principle of with- 
drawing from the West Bank and the Strip but there has been 
no information to support such a change of heart from Camp 
David. 


The Jordanian connection, however, was revived after 
President Anwar Sadat had called King Hussein in London 
this week from Camp David. No announcement was made but 
it was clear that the two leaders could not have discussed any- 
thing other than the future of the West Bank!' The phone caj] 
came on the heels of a visit to Jordan, as pan of a Middle 
Eastern tour, by a senior American official and on the eve 
of talks at 10 Downing Street between the king and British 
Prime Minister James Callaghan. In addition, the big powers 
have for months been contacting West Bank leaders to seek 
their views on the future, and West Bank mayors have visited 
such countries as the U.S.. Britain and France. 


Nicaragua ? s top revolutionary

Now, the addition of Jordan to the peace initiative would 
appear as an "achievement" that might blur failure to reach 
concrete results at Camp David. Jordan is a natural choice 
because the crux of the problem is the future of the Pales- 
tinians and anyway, Syria does not want to have anything to 
do with the conference. And the PLO, which is coordinating 
policy these days with Syria, is equally opposed to the confer- 
ence and its official spokesman, Mr. Abdul Mohsen Abu 
Maizar. has already charged that there is a "conspiracy" to 
draw Jordan into the talks. 


What is the position of Jordan? Before answering the 
question, it must be remembered that at the Rabat summit 
conference in 1974 Jordan agreed with all the other Arab 
countries present that the PLO is the sole legitimate represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people. This remains the official line 
of policy in Amman. King Hussein and his government have 
come under great pressure in recent months to rescind this 
policy. At one point, there were rumors that the U-S. wanted a 
change of regime in Jordan but President Carter later quashed 
such reports personally to King Hussein. Israel tried to play 
the dirty game of promising the Palestinians to help them 
take over the East Bank of the River Jordan if they would 
drop demands for the West Bank but the scheme never got 
off the ground. 


The king himself has said that he would only participate in 
the peace initiative, at Camp David or elsewhere, if Israel 
accepts the principle of withdrawing from the West Bank. In 
this way if the king does fly io the U.S. it would be a sure 
sign that agreement is near. The Jordanian role may even be 
preserved if the Middle East problem is referred once more to 
the Geneva conference. It is simply much easier to give Jordan 
responsibility for an area that it controlled until 1967 for a 
specific period of time than to persuade Israel to hand over 
power immediately to the PLO. The envisaged Jordanian role 
is for a period of three to five years after which the West 
Bankers are given the choice of self-determination in a re- 
ferendum. King Hussein would accept such a role. But it all 
depends on Israel's willingness to withdraw.

When 
he isn't busy fighting the re- 
gime of President Anastasio 
Somoza Debayle. he runs a 
highly profitable fishing busi- 
ness in neighboring Costa Rica.

A man who has known Pas- 
tora all his life said last week. 
“He is not an intellectual. He 
is not a starry-eyed idealist. He 
is a born military man who has 
fought the Somoza family in 
the cities and the mountains 
of Nicaragua for 16 years.” 


Chamorro, now an opposi- 
tion Conservative Party dele- 
gate in the National Assembly, 
came face to face with Pastora 
again recently. When Pastora 
and his guerrillas stormed the 
National Palace and held 500 
legislators and workers hostage, 
Chamorro was held captive 
nearly 48 hours. He was one 
of the last five hostages releas- 
ed, traveling with the guerrillas 
in the bus to the airport to 
guarantee their safe escape. 


•He is Cero (Zero}, leader of 
the armed rebels who identified 
themselves only by numbers 
after their successful invasion 
of the National Palace. 


"Pastora said what he has 
said many times, that Somoza 
will not go until he is forced 
out and that he (Pastora) will 
not stop fighting.” Chamorro 
recalled. 


In 1974, while fighting in the 
north, Pastora contracted 
mountain leprosy, a wasting 
disease that affected his nose. 
He came down from the moun- 
tains for secret treatment in 
Managua, then returned to 
Costa Rica, where the disease 
was cured without disfiguring 
him. 


In Costa Rica be founded a 
thriving fishing company and 
set up a home with his fourth 
wife. 


"He doesn't talk political 
philosophy. His aim is very 
simple. He will not stop fight- 
ing until he dies or until the 
Somozas are out of Nicara- 
gua,” his lifelong acquaintance 
said. 


Pastora is about 1.7 meters 
tall, tough and wiry. His se- 
rious face with its aquiline fea- 
tures earned him the nickname 
El Indio (the Indian), which is 
how most of those who knew 
him remember him. 


Pastora left college to study 
medicine in Mexico. There he 
met one of his four wives, the 
daughter of a Mexican Sena- 
tor. 


When the Sandinistas split 
into three factions last year, 
Pastora became a leader of the 
most militant group, known as 
the Terceristas (.the Thirds). 
His faction is the best armed, 
and has mounted almost all the 
aimed attacks against govern- 
ment and military posts. 


Pastora, 42, was born in 
Ciudad Dario. 100 kilometers 
northwest of Managua on an 
austere, sunbaked plain where 
farmers struggle with the rocky 
soil. The- town was the birth- 
place of Ruben Dario, consi- 
dered one of the most impor- 
tant poets of the Spanish lan- 
guage. 


After five years he abandon- 
ed his studies and returned to 
Nicaragua in J962 to take part 
in a rebellion against Luis So- 
moza. older brother of the pre- 
sent president, who then ruled 
Nicaragua. I he Somoza fami- 
ly has controlled the country 
tor 42 years.. 


President Somoza himself, at 
a recent press- conference iden- 
tified Pastora as the man who 
had led the operation that for- 
ced the government to release 
59 prisoners, pay $500,000 and 
arrange flights to Panama for 
the guerrillas. 


While some of those who 
flew to asylum in Panama said 
they would stay there, no one 
expects Pastora to stay out of 
Nicaragua. 


iPastora's family was one of 
the few that was well off. But 
when his father was killed by 
a bandit. Pastora was 5, the 
youngest of eight. 


He began his schooling at a 
a Jesuit college in Granada, 
SO kilometers south of Mana- 
gua. Eduardo Chamorro Coro- 


rastora fought in the moun- 
tajnous rain forests in the north, 
near the border with Hondu- 
ras. Between 1962 and 1965 he 
took part in at least five cam- 
paigns against the Somozas, 
according to people who know 

him. 

His participation, however. 


“Just wait." said one man who 
has known him nearly 40 years, 
and confesses to be frightened 
of his fanaticism while admir- 
ing his audacity. 


Libya’s Green Book, Vol.II

TRIPOLI, Libjya — 

Foreign . observers Were 
watching with interest andiwith 
a certain amount of apprehen- 
sion to see whether Libya's ma- 
verick ruler, Colonel Mfoam- 
mar Qaddafi, has set in option 
a cultural revolution Chhiese- 
style. • 

In a fiery speech to mark 

the ninth anniversary of ; the 

overthrow of the monarch, 
Qaddafi this month urged Lib- 
yan workers, "starting : from 
today," to take over factories 
and run them on revolutionary 
lines. 

The Libyan press ha*- since 
listed 175 diverse types of es- 
tablishments as having ! been 
taken over by popular revolu- 
tionary committees. •*. 

They range from important 
already-nationalized concerns, 
such as steel, tobacco, cement, 
aluminium, and electrics, to va- 
rious hotels and the .-Omar 
Khayyam Macaroni Company 
of Benghazi. 

The principal question is 
whether the take-over are me- 
rely an emotional flush of en- 
thusiasm, or whether they re- 
present the beginning of a new 
significant stage in Libya's So- 
cialist revolution. 

However, Western diplomats 
had already begun to .. notice 
new trends dating from the ap- 
pearance last February of the 
second volume of the * “Little 
Green Book” written by Qad- 
dafi. The two green '* books, 
identical in size to the sayings 
of Chairman Mao, contain the 
evolving personal political phi- 
losophy of Qaddafi. 

Volume two dealing with 
economics, states that workers 
should take over “supreme au-

In some industries, particularly 
the tobacco industry, this is al- 
ready causing chaos with the re- 
sult that for the first time Libya 
has had to become a major im- 
porter of cigarettes. 

However, in a number of in- 
dustries there is evidence that 
the existing managers are con- 
tinuing in their jobs. The Tri- 
poli official newspaper "New 
Dawn" said this week that a 
workers' committee had taken 
over the principal ammonia 
plant in the capital. The com- 
mittee elected eight “popular 
directors" but they decided that 
the existing management should 
continue.

Qaddafi is considered fortu- 
nate in that he can continue his 
experimental socialism against 
a background of huge oil reve- 
nues, which have enabled him 
to claim recently that Libya 
now has the highest per capita 
income in the world. 

But there are signs that rising 
prices are producing tensions 
among the population. Even the 
strictly -controlled press has be- 
gun to carry articles about ris- 
ing prices. 

The Tripoli policemen’s 
newspaper last week carried a 
long article about the high price 
of clothing in the Casbah. It 
accused merchants of putting 
up their prices for the buying 
spree towards the end of Ra- 
madan and added: “They have 
no fear of God and they are 
all submerged in material va- 
lues." 

The newspaper quotes one 
Casbah merchant as saying de- 
fensively that the problem is- 
“international”.

But most destructive for 
the dollar, however, has been 
the deterioration in the United 
State's trade position — from 
a modest deficit of $2.3 billion 
in 1971 to one which this year 
seems destined to top last 
year’s $31 billion record.

KHARTOUM — 
While the battle rages bet- 
ween Ethiopian government 
forces and the Eritrean People's 
■Liberation Front (EPLF) for 
the guerrilla-held city of Ke-' 
ren, eyewitness reports say that 
life within the important city 
appears little affected, and 
there is no sign of preparations 
for evacuation. 


Ethiopia appears to have 
concentrated its full military 
strength for the effort to take 
Keren, and the past weeks have 
seen some of the heaviest fight- 
ing of the three-month Ethio- 
pian offensive in Eritrea near 
the city of Asmara. So far the 
EPLF has held its positions 
and Keren residents seem con- 
fident that their city will not 
fail.

In 
Bahrain, a painter does a land 
rush, business m portraits of 
dhow makers ana brass wor~ 
kers, faces remembered from 
ctuidhood on a quieter, slower- 
paced island. 

As village life disappears, 
there are those who grasp at its 
last vestiges or recent memo- 
ry and turn it into art. The old 
ways cannot be preserved, but 
they are sometimes commemo- 
rated. 

One of these preservers and 
interpreters around the Gulf 
is Knaled Siddik, a young Ku- 
waiti tilmmaker whose work, 
has just won new recognition 
at a festival of Arab films in 
New York. 

Earlier this year, Siddik was 
in the front otfice of Kuwait’s 
An dal us theatre, wearing a 
turtle-neck sweater under his 
well-cut jacket, sipping tea with 
older men in long lhaubes and 
kaffieyahs. The atmosphere 
was that of a smoky majlia in 
the back of some dark shop in 
old Kuwait; but the Andalus is 
a huge, suburban cinema, and 
the marquee outside blazed 
with the toothless grin of a 
dotty-looking fellow bleeding 
from the ax-blade in his scalp. 

“The Wedding of Zein,*' it 
announced. “A New Film by 
Khaled Siddik.” 

Siddik is Kuwait's one and 
only filmmaker. He had been 
coming to the Andalus every

night tor three weeks to eaves- 
drop on audience reaction to 
the opening of his -second hit. 

Between long distance calls and 
arrangements to make a couple 
of commercials the next day in 
his new studio, Siddik also 
heard about the lobby's fresh 
orange juice supply, the mana- 
ger’s views on why “Jaws" 
would never be topped at the 
Kuwait box office, and criti- 
cism from an ancient gentle- 
man about the music Biddik 
wrote for "Zein.” A black-rob- 
ed mother presented her case 
for taking ranbunctious three- 
year old in to see the film. 

The majlis atmosphere is 
appropriate — if it weren't 
there one night he would have 
felt compelled to create it — 
for Siddik. now thirty-three, 
yearns for the vestiges of the 
pre-oil Kuwait he barely knew. 


When I was a child Kuwait 
was small, united, one big 
family — the only foreigners 
were a few Englishmen and 
Indiahs. In 'Zein,' even though 
it takes place in a village in the 
Sudan, I am showing that a 
small society can expand so 
that there is a place for every- 
body. and guys can't live long. 

“This is not true in the big 
cities," he said, waving his 
cigarette in its long back hol- 
der at the new concrete block 
city-state sprawling outside. 
“And it's not true here any- 
more either.” 

“The Wedding of Zein." 
from the story by Tayeb Saleh, 
unfolds in a quintessential vill- 
age on the desert’s edge. Here 
wounds heal, families re-unite. 

Zein himself no sooner came 
into the world than he burst 
out laughing. He is the village

‘Panorama of Saudi Arabia ? goes badly awry 


"‘Panorama of >Saiidi Arabia,” 
by Said Satan.

JEDDAH — tn^s boon, wri- 
tten by an expatriate instruc- 
tor at the Royal Sauui Milita- 
ry Academy, oas been at fust 
sight, most aux-activeiy produc- 
ed. It has 27 color prints of 
extremely good quality, some 
excellent line illustrations ana 
mips and a host ol monoch- 
rome photographs. There are 
seme charming and informa- 
tive offerings in it. Then there 
are, disappointingly, some ve- 
ry serious faults. 

The writer has, no doubt, a 
good command oi spoken En- 
glish and a sufficient fluency to 
carry him over most conver- 
sational hurdles. This is not 
sufficient, however, for the 
printed word. Fortunately, one 
cannot hear spelling mistakes. 
Eccentricities of idiom in spee- 
ch are accepted with a ready 
tolerance for they often lend 
character and interest to a dia- 
logue between friends. IX one 
intends to publish a book m 
a language that is not one s 
own, however, and to put the 
product on the market, one 
must be sure that the language 
is absolutely correct. Both au- 
thors and publishers have mis 
1 responsibility to their readers. 
However good the pictures are 
and however good ihe explan- 
atory material, if the language 
is incorrect, unidiomaiic and 
grossly misspelt, the whole 
book will be spoilt. 

One is amazed at the teme- 
rity of authors who wnu: and 
publish books in English, whi- 
ch is, after all, like Arabic, a 
beautiful but very difficult lan- 
guage, when their linguistic 
competence to do so is ob- 
viously inadequate. The reme- 
dy is simple. It ii to have ;he 
manuscript stringently read 
and edited by a competent na- 
tive speaker and then to have 
the prools properly corrected 
before priming.

Beatty enhance the informa- 
tion. interest, charm and hu- 
imparted by a book. Their 
iiQsence has a negative effect. 
Although »he reproduction cf 
“<ne of the monochrome p»c- 
■^cs is poor, there are enough 
e *cciicQt illustrations to make 

"vends. 

B would seem tha 1 - S.tid Su- 
“n undertook the whole ope- 
,a tion himself, the writing, il- 


lusrating, denting with the prin- 
ters and publishing. If this 
were so, he took on an im- 
possible task. To produce a 
much less ambitious book' the 
average, competent publisher 
would employ at least an edi- 
tor, an illustrator and a proof 
reader, all of whose activities, 
once the manuscript is written, 
are more crucial than those, of 
the author. If the work is of a 
specialist nature, as this one is, 
then it would very likely be 
submitted in manuscript to. 
some recognized authority in 
the field. Producing u book is 
an expensive and time-consu- 
ming process, but at the end 
of it emerges a technically 
faultless work and one, which, 
if good enough, will join the 
accepted, authoritative litera- 
ture. 

Having said all this, “Pa- 
norama of Saudi Arabia" is 
still worth reading if only be- 
cause, as Said Salah says in 
his foreword, there is very lit- 
tle other up-to-date material 
available to band. The pity is 
that an opportunity to provide 
a first-rale, much needed book 
has been missed by an author 
who obviously has affection 
Cor and sympathy with the land 
and people of Saudi Arabia. 
He also had ready access to 
sources and places not open 
to a non-Muslim writer. But 
Said Salah cannot expect his 
book to be added to the lite- 
rature. It will be abandoned 
as soon as a more carefully 
produced work appears, as no 
doubt one will. This is the risk 
a writer takes when he offers 
a defective book to the proper- 
ly critical cash-paying public. 

""There is a place for a real- 
ly good book in English about 
contemporary Saudi .Arabia in 
the schools and colleges of this 
country, in the reading rooms 
of European and American 
universities and on ihe book 
shelves of numerous diplomats 
and business executives 
throughout the world. Petty 
ephemera produced by litera- 
ry opportunists, along with all 
the trashy guide books, sim- 
plified phrase books and visi- 
tors’ vade mecums, etc. etc., 
will disappear into the obscuri- 
ty from which they should 
never have emerged. 

“Panorama of Saudi Ara- 
bia" is divided into some 50 
illustrated -essays on religious, 

historical, topographical, socio- 
gical and artistic themes. Much 
of Lhe material is of the grea- 
test interest and there are nu- 
merous useful insights into the 
language, customs and attitu- 
des of ihe Saudi people. There 
are important sections on ihe 
chief shrines of Islam and on 
the teachings of the Muslim re- 
ligion. An essay on science in 
Islam, although very short, 
faints at the considerable con- 
tribution of the Muslim civili- 
zation to human knowledge. A 
section on Muslim ar L Wl *h 
excellent illustrations, follows. 
Unfortunately, ‘here is a shor- 
tage of explanatory’ -captions 
and ihe provenance of many 


of the items shown remains ob- 
scure. In any event, the con- 
tributions of Saudi Arabia to 
Islamic culture have been, 
mare notably, religious, linguis- 
- tic and poetical. There is a 
good and well illustrated sec- 
tion, however, on Saudi callig- 
raphy. An essay on Arabesque 
decoration is included but 
again, the reader, faced with a 
wealth of splendid pictures, is 
frustrated by not being told 
anything about them. An op- 
portunity to inform, delight 
and instruct has been missed. 

A short piece about Riyadh 
is followed by a good essay 
about Jeddah with delightful 
pictures of some of the cha- 
racteristic old houses. Short 
descriptions of Taif and the 
Eastern; Province follow. Mo- 
dern developments, dams, uni- 
versities and training institutes, 
health, ; social welfare, agricul- 
ture, the petroleum industry 
are trfeated in an interesting 
way. A section on the deserts 
is followed by some pages de- 
voted to Madain Saleh and 
a collection of random photo- 
graphs only partly described. 
An archeological paragraph is 
not sufficiently precise in the 
matter of the dating and defi- 
ning the relationships of the 
objects shown to make any sig- 
nificant contribution to me 
reader's knowledge ot (he evo- 
lution. of Saudi Arabia from 
ancient times. This is where 
the hdp of an expert, guiding 
hand is needed to fill in the 
gaps in the author’s competen- 
ce. Nobody can hope to be 
an authority on all the matters 
which. Said Salah, with more 
self-confidence than discretion, 
attempts to describe. 

Interesting studjes of the Be- 
douin, his camels, horses and 
dogs follows. The connecting 
narrative is informative and 
the pictures charming and ex- 
plicit An essay on the mam- 
mals of Arabia, well illustrated 
with. photographs and line dra- 
wings, is again less effective 
because of the absence of ex- 
planatory captions. Though 
to speak for themselves where 
pictures can very often be left 
the intention is primarily artis- 
tic or evocative, when they 
have the purpose of informing 
they ought to be explained. 
Animals, birds, reptiles and 
fish follow in profusion and one 
has the feeling that by this time 
the subject matter has entirely 
escaped ihe control of the wri- 
■ ter. The book closes with a col- 
lection of Arab proverbs. 

Unfortunately, one cannot 
avoid the conclusion that the 
book has been assembled pie- 
cemeal without any real plan. 
The Inherent interest and sig- 
nificance of the subjects re- 
quired a more careful and sen- 
sitive and. perhaps, a more self 
critical presentation. “Panora- 
ma of Saudi Arabia" contains 
an enormous amount of ma- 
terial. The skill of the presen- 
ter of such a work should tie 
iq the way the material is se- 
lected, collected and prepared, 


and on how narrative and il- 
lustrations are blended toge- 
ther to produce a fluent, in- . 


formative and balanced expo- 
sition. Said Salah has not ac- 
hieved this objective. 


Drab Coney Island

CONEY ISLAND, New 
York — On a busy Sunday 40 
years ago, a million people 
would come here, making this 
three-mile stretch of beach, 
boardwalk and amusement 
park temporarily the sixth lar- 
gest city in the United States. 

They called Coney Island 
“the playground of the world” 
and nobody snickered, but the 
world was already passing it 
by. For Coney island, it has 
been a long slide, not as sto- 
mach-.wrenchiag or thrill-packed 
as the rides in the amusement 
park, but just’ as inevitably 
heading in the same direction 
. — down. 

Only a small section of the 
amusement area still operates. 
Weeds grow where steeplechase 
park used to pack them in. 
Signs have long since lost let- 
ters, paint peels, games, food 
stands and theaters along Surf 
Avenue are shuttered. 

In the era of theme parks, of 
Wall Disney aud all his crea- 
tions, Coney Island is an ugly 
ducking. If it had a theme, it 
would be seediness, or as a 
Chamber of Commerce spokes- 
man called it, “honky-tonk."- 
The 300-foot high parachute 
jump proudly acquired from 
the 1939 World’s Fair is the 
tallest derelict. If it can still 
be seen from 30 miles at sea, 
as Coney Island used to boast, 
the sailors see only its wire 
cables flapping in the wind, an 
old wreck whose last owner 
tried to make it a sort of aviary 
— the tallest bird-feeding sta- 
tion in the world. 

People with money to go 
elsewhere haven't flocked to 
Coney Island for years. On a 
summer Sunday, much of the 
wide, fine-grained beach that 
you once had to reach early in 
the day to capture a good spot 
is empty. Robert Moses once 
remarked that people packed 
the beach so closely each one 
took up less space than a coffin. 
Grave diggers could plant a lot 
of coffins in the sand today 
without disturbing a soul 


Coney Island was a fashion- 
able playground when it was 
difficult to take New Yorkers 
.to Florida, the Caribbean or 
California for their vacations, 
la 1920, the 5-cent-fare subway 
was extended to Coney Island 
and the resort gave up its 
fashionable character and was 
jammed by people of all in- 
comes.. The. playground of the 
world picked up a new nick- 
name — “the empire of the 
Nickel." 


Charles Lindbergh rode “the 
Cyclone,” the fastest of what 
were four Coney Island roller 
coasters, and Coney Island 
quoted him as saying he consi- 
dered "the Cyclone a greater 
experience than flying an air- 
plane at top speed.” 

On a recent Sunday, a coup- 
le in black leather and dyed 
hair (his; while; hers: blue and 
redj rode the Cyclone’s front 
car again and again, holding 
their fists aloft 

"Our clientele wouldn't like 
the theme,” said Matthew Ken- 
nedy, executive secretary of the- 
Coney Island Chamber of 
Commerce. “Some only come 
to ride and stay on it half a 
day. It's the nature of the 
beast" 

"This place used to be beau- 
tiful," said a woman wbo has 
worked 47 years at Coney Is- 
land. “Now, it's detriorated 
and so is its clientele." 

When Coney Island was 
beautiful, Eddie Cantor, Jimmy 
Durante and Irving Berlin were 
singing waiters. Jim Jeffries 
fought Gentleman Jim Corbett 
for the heavyweight champion- 
ship. Cary Grant walked 
around on stilts with a sand- 
wich board advertising the rid- 
es and A1 Capone was a boun- 
cer. Angelo SiciJiano worked 1 
on a his muscles before chang- 
ing his name to Charles Atlas. 


Long before it bacame the 
playground of ihe world, how- 
ever, Coney Island had a his- 
tory of sharp dealing and con 
men. One story even has it 
that the Canarsie Indians pull- 
ed the first fast one when they 
sold it to the Dutch in 1649. 
The Dutch had to buy it again 
from the Nyacks who really 
owned it. 

The Dutch named it for its 
large rabbit population; Coney 
is a corruption of the Dutch 
word for rabbit. 

Jn the late 19th century, one 
writer described Coney Island 
as a place for men who dug 
clams by day and cut throats 
by night. It was infamous for 
its three-card monte game. 

Three-card monte has re- 
turned, along with a dice game 
operated on makeshift tables 
along the giant pier. The pier 
is also now lined with crabbers 
who tuna chicken into crabs. 
Traps are baited with pieces of 
raw chicken fresh from their 
supermarket wrappers. — |WP) 


strong cousin who would be- 
come his' wife, and to his 
mother. There is a documentary 
quality in the film's anihropolo 
gical detail, all heavily re- 
searched. a record of ihe ri- 
tuals of life which echo strong- 
ly for mudern Kuwaitis who 
are only a generation or two 
away trom similar rues. 

Siddik is rich and makes his 
films with his own money. He 
claims “The Wedding of Zein" 
is the most expensive Arab 
film ever made, but he will not 
disclose figures. He rejects the 
idea ot slate support, claiming 
Lhe government muddles 
around with his work enough 
after the films are made. 

Siddik has been around the 
world and knows all about 
Hollywood, having studied for 
a time at UCLA’s Film School; 
yet he sticks around Kuwait be- 
cause be wants “to create 
something out of my own so- 
ciety, my own background." 

The movies have hit a res- 
ponsive chord. 

His first full-length feature. 
"The Cruel Sea’’ (Bas ya Bahar 
— 1972), is the story of a 
young man who becomes a 
pearl diver to earn the bride 
price for the girl he loves. Pear, 
ling was a way of life before 
oil — an arduous and some- 
times crippling trade for the 
divers — and this film shows 
one family's losing, life-long 
battle with the sea. 

Old people wbo had nevet 
been to a movie in their lives 
came to see it night after night, 
and the young came out of 
curiosity. Because there is vir- 
tually no stone standing from 
the old Kuwait, and only a few 
dhows still tilt in the mud at 
low tide, for many “The Cruel 
Sea" was a basic education 
about the lives of their parents 
and grandparents. This first 
film from a country with no ci- 
nema tradition and no facilities 
besides those Siddik himself has 
set up won nine international 
awards, including two at 
Venice, and has played at festi- 
vals the world over. 

Siddik considers he can use 
the cinema as a vehicle for at- 
tacking hypocrisy and putting 
through - " his Islamic 6eliefs; 
yet his own pious father was 
horrifed when he realized 
young Khaled was intent on a 
career in films. They didn’t 
speak for ten years, until Kha- 
led invited his father to the 
premier of “The Cruel Sea." 

“My name was everywhere 
and I knew he was proud of 
me, but be wouldn't come,” 
says Siddik. “Soon after, when 
he was on his deathbed and 
full of drugs, the last words 
he said to my brother were 
Come on Faisal, let’s go see 
Khaled’s movie. I believe this 
shows how hard he was re- 
sisting.” 



Khaled Siddik explained his 
current art/business problem. It 
seems that a big American com- 
pany wanted to buy the distri- 
bution rights to “The Wedding 
of Zein.' 

“Because it has black people 
they put it in the same class as 


“Super Fly.”' he says. "They 
just can't decide whether to 
dub it into Southern Black or 
heavy Harlem jive. Really I 
don't think either one will do.”

Lcesar, the French sculpto

ROQUEFORT - LES - PINS. 
France — • Cesar Baldaccini, 
57, known simply as ‘Cesar’’ 
and hailed by some critics as 
France's greatest sculptor, 
says sculpture is a dying art. 
artists have to spend too 
much time hawking theix 
wares and the French are 
being squeezed out of ihe 
rich U.S. market. 

Clad in a toga reminiscent 
ot his Roman namesake, 
leaning back in an elaborate 
wicker chair in the soft sun- 
shine of the south of France, 
Cesar is reticent about his 
own sculptures which range 
from bronze reproductions of 
bis thumb blown up 40 times 
to pressed “compressions” of 
rags and cigar boxes or drools 
of colorful plastic. 

Making a brave attempt to 
describe what sculpture is and 
what it is not, Cesar says. 


“My sculpture is the producl 
of a purely physical process 
brought about in part by th< 
influence of Internationa 
cultural life. 

“Sculpture is practically 
dead. There are few great 
sculptors left in the world to 
day. Sculpture has too oftei 
been confused with object! 
and sculpture has nothing t< 
do with objects and mate 
rials," says Cesar. 

(“The late Alexander) Cal 
der, whom I knew very well 
for instance was not a sculp- 
tor" Cesar said. “He was a 
great artist but what we call 
his sculptures were accidents, 
experiments with the prob- 
lems of space. He was more 
of an engineer and a hobbyist 
than a sculptor. 

“A sculpture exists only te 
the extent to which h reflects 
the personality of the artists/' 
Cesar says.

NEW ORLEANS, Louisiar 
oft, Sept. 16 JAP) — Muham- 
mad Ali, possibly the happiest 
man in the world Friday night, 
hinted that his . victory over 
Leon Spinks was probably his 
last fight. But the wine of vic- 
tory was sweet and be wanted 
to savor it a while. 

“Thank God it’s over.” he 
said, slumped on a stool in his 
dressing room, surrounded by 
his entourage, with his wife, 
Veronica, and fabled trainer 
Bun din i Brown, who was cry- 
ing. 

“That's was some . test one 
but it's too good to give it 
away so soon. I don’t think 
lH ever fight again. But 1 don’t 
want to announce my retire- 
ment right away." 

' Eighteen years of professio- 
nal boxing showed in the dres- 
sing room, but Ali was proud 
it hardly showed in the dug 
“Did you ever see a 36-year 
old outlast a 25-year-old mar 
liVft that?" he asked. "Whai 
do you t hink about this old 
man ” 

Ali said he never tired and 
Spinks never hurt him. Was 
it his greatest fight? “No. my 
greatest fight was against Joe 
Frazier in Manila. But this 
was my most satisfying fight. 
It meant more to me." 

Spinks’ problems 
Spinks didn't only have pro- 
blems in the ring Friday when, 
he lost the heavyweight tide to : 
Ali. There were problems in 
his corner. 

George Benton, who helped 
map the strategy Spiqks used 
in winning the title last Feb.; 
15 and was brought in two 
weeks ago to help Dan Sulli- 
van train the champion, left 
the corner and went to the 
dressing room during the six- 
th round. 

There are too many ama- 
teurs in there," he said.

Boxing world rates Ali 
against champs of past 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 16 — For almost two decades Mu- 
hammad Ali has been telling the world he is “the greatest.”' 
After Friday night’s victory over Leon Spinks, many are say- 
ing he is the best heavyweight of all-time. 

But American boxing people generally tend to rate Joe 
Louis and Rocky Marciano ahead of AH. 

“All champions were great," said Floyd Patterson, who 
felt so humiliated after being knocked out by Ali 13 years 
ago in Las Vegas that he sneaked away in a disguise and 
went into hiding. 

Tve never seen a man throw a punch as short as Louis 
did and do as much damage,” he said. 

‘Tve never seen a champion possess as much determina- 
rion as Marciano. He didn’t haye that much, ability or ta- 
lent but his determination won, fights for 

him. Most fighters have a breaking point. Marciano had no 
breaking point. 

“Jersey Joe Walcott had the fanciest footwork. He would 
take a step to the side, throw a right hand and break a 
man’s jaw. 

“Clay (Ali) had the. fastest legs, not the fanciest. 

“I look at each champion as possessing something spe- 
cial.”

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, 
Sept. 16 (Agencies) — Natio- 
nal Guard troops have retaken 
Leon, Nicaragua’s second-lar- 
gest city, which had been held 
by rebels for the past week, 
Guard Public Relations Chief 
Colonel A guiles Aranda Esco- 
bar claimed Saturday. 

The Nicaraguan govern-

In Leon, at least 300 heavi- 
ly armed National Guard 
troops supported by a heavy 
tank entered the city Friday.
